| were diuers Townes, and 
J Citties, among which, there 
was one greater then all the 

8 c & reft, the name whereof, was 
witten vpon one ot the Gates, but the letters were 
ſo woꝛne out that J could make no Engliſh of them: 
and therefo2e, leaſt J ſhould do wꝛong to the inhabi⸗ 
tants, to ſet it downe by a falſe name, J will lay no 
moꝛe ok it but that it was a faire cittie, and ſo leaue 
it. Now en this cittie, were many faire houſes : buf 
among all, one, of that bignes, that the Loꝛd of the 
To wne had bene able to kœpe his Chꝛiſtmas in it, it 
was full of windows, foꝛ a man might loke thꝛough 
it: and all the ſmoake of the houſe went out in one 
Chimney. 
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There were to this houſe, thꝛer Gates; and all in 
a fozefrout, which ſhewed that it had the foundation 
of ſome Caſtle: but by decaie, was bꝛought to be an 
Almel-houſe. Nob in this Towne were many ſuns 
dꝛie ſoꝛts of people of ail ages; as Old, and poung, 
and middle age: men, women, and childꝛen: which 
did cate, and dꝛinke, and make a nopſe, and die: but 
ſuch as lined, had there, their ſundzy lodgings, that 
they might quickly be founde out, when there was 
occaſton of their implopmeut.

as ſold Lande and followed Fortune, to teache them 
Patience after poaſting, were put to walking of hoz- 
ſes: Ahere great ſpirits, ſtouping to little bodyes, 
made miſerie a meane to happineſſe: Where in the 
Croſſe of Patience, companie gaue much comfozt : 
vea but (quoth J Dos all walke Yozſes 7 and —

ſpeake not a wo2dof it. Foz in the courſe of Folly, a 
faithfull ſeruant is a god Aſſe: a kinde friend, is a 


 ſwet fole : A liberal hart is a feare of Beggery ; and 


a charitable man is a pittifull creature. And pet, 
ho wſoeuer they come here, J knowe not, but our 
houſe is full of them, and therefoze if you be as you 
ſap, ſo ſcrupulous of Conſcience, oꝛ ſo carefull of Ho- 
neſty, you were beſte make one amonge a number 
here, then loſe yaur ſelfe in a wildernes with want 
of companie. Foz here, you may be Beauties Fwle, 
Wealthes flaue, 92 Wittes alle, o2 Prides vaſſall, Ho- 
nours ſhaddowe, o2 Powers ſubiect: you may be a Jes 
ſter among fwles, a Juggler among Gyplics, a Foz- 
tune-teller among fayze hands, oꝛ a flattrer among 


fine Cares: and perhappes, if vou can be wiſe, bee 
nere the wozſe fo2 weldwing. 


Foz tis no ſhame to honeſtie, to furniſh neceſſifte, 
ſo that the lawe doe not touch pou, foꝛ J haue lpued 
long and neuer ſaw a tempꝛed ſpirit out of Tune: 
and if you will be ruled by pour friendes, pou mays 
doe well. The Miſtreſſe of this houſe hath no meane 
power in the world: foꝛ in the Marre, the hath her 
Muriners : in the Scholes, her Truantes: in the 
Court, her Pꝛodigals: in the Cittie, her Pinions: 
in the countrie, her Lols: and at Sea, her Pyzates: 
and at Lande, her out-lokers. And let me tell you, 
that once a yaere, (howe often moze, J knowe not) 
they all do her homage. The Cuckold hangs downs

but, this J ſay, ſhe is akinde woman, and will giue 
pou countenaunte whenſoener you come: fo2 ſhee 


loues Straungers ercedinglye, and entertaineth 


them moſt kindelp. Alas (quoth J) theſe wozdes of 
yours are ſtraunge, J knowe not when to make of 
them: J am not fo2 hir hand, except the haue neerde of 
me in ſome better ſeruice, then J vet heere of. 

Why /quoth he) let me tell yon, it were ſtraunge, 
that you ſhould ſpend pour wits, with your wealth, 
if the wozſte fall, let me tell vou, if pou can fede an 
Owle, teach an Ape, o2 catch a Spaniell, J will war- 
rant you pleaſc d foꝛ your paine. No (quoth J) ima- 
ginations of pdleneſſe, are but loſſe of time, and 
therefoꝛe trouble not pour ſelfe, J had rather neuer 
ſerue, then be at ſuch commaunde: But, ſince For- 
tune hath bꝛought me hither, J pꝛap you do fo2 me, 
what you can, that J may not ſo far loſe my hopes, 
that J pay two deere foz my Kepentaunce. J will 
(quoth he) come on thy wayes : ſo in he bꝛought mee 
to his great Ladie: who ina great b2auerie. vann - 
ting herſelfe, aſkedme who J was? J aunſwered, 


a Cipher among figures : well ſaid,(qd ſhe) moꝛe wit 
in the woꝛds then in the matter: now, whence come 


wn? From idleneſle, (quoth J) well, (ſaide ſhee)

p. tience, Which donc, let hun k now his place, 
2 taking leaue of his Ladp, he led me into a large 
Nome, Paucd wich rough flint ſtone in the midſt 
w pereot, 1 Das a R170 of ſtanding water, that (when 
tt was TKirred gau a kinde oc lent, that would haue 
kelde a hozſ e: la iſe (quoth J Father, what ſhall J 
doe here?: Wiyp (quoth he) vou muſt know, they 
that haue ſpent their wealth in perkumnes, ſwete 
waters, and delicate Dvo2s, mult firſt, heere haue 
patience with a little vnpleaſing ſauour, fo; he that 
comes inte ſuch a great houſe, as your Forte of Fol- 
lie: muſt not loke foꝛ all places, after the ſineſt fa- 
ton ? 

Fo2 he that cannot away with Sir Renerence, 
mutt not come at Patience: but after you are a lit- 
fie vſed to it, pou will cafily away with it: Dh, Pa- 

tience is a vectuec, though it Warte vpon many vil- 
laines ; but you muſt away with many diſcontent- 

nentes, befoze you can be acquainted with the ſe- 
cretes ofthis houſe, oꝛ haue fauour with our Pi⸗ 
licee. Here, in this plate, which is called the Pur- 
gatotie of witie, J mull bꝛing vou acquainted with 
many, that haue lodging in this place, of whom you 
mult haue diuers inſtructions, touching the Rules 
0: Patience. 

Do, knocking at one doe, comes me out a hand⸗ 
ſome man, but poꝛelp apparrelled, pale faced, thin 
hap2ed, and lowe voiced : who, (with a ſoft ſpeech, 
as in a feare to wake ſome flceping Childꝛen) badde

Scholler, J haue this moꝛning, met with a ſtran⸗ 

ger, whome J haue pꝛeferred to my Lady miſtrelle: 
who hath giuen me in charge, to inſtructe him in all 
thinges fit foꝛ him in her Seruice: nowe, knowing 
pour perfection in the firſt point of the Pzincipalles 
ofthis Purgatozie, J will leaue him foz this day 
to pour entertainment: He is Welcome quoth he) 

ſo, (leauing me till the next moꝛning,) he went his 
way, and J (in a pittifull faking, ) was brought by 
this Anathomie of fleſh, into the diſcomekozt of na- 
ture, where oppenning a little doꝛe, and that lowe, 
where we muſt ſtope ere we got in, there did J ſee 
(with much adoe) through a huge Dea-cole ſmoake, 
by a little light that came thꝛough a hole, in the top 
ofthe houſe, a Nome filled with people of diuers hu- 
moꝛs, al well olde as young, (but the pittifulleſt of 
Creatures, that the Earth carried aliue:) all ſitting 
vpon the bare ground: ſome ſighing; other groanng, 
ſome werping, other wꝛing ing their hands: and not 


one, but in one Agonie, o2 other. 


Now, what with feare, and what with Soꝛrow, 
in a kinde of maze to beholde this mappe of miſerie, 
this pw2e wꝛetch appointed fo2 my Reader in the 
Rules of Patience, while J expected ſome Loke o; 
other, that he ſhould fall to lay open to {ich purpoſe: 
he bꝛought me to them all, one after another, wil- 
ling me to note them ſeuerallp, to giue cace to their 
ſpeeches, and to take notes of them foʒ my better me⸗ 
mozie. 

Do ſifting downe with him (as it were) in the 


__ of them, without any regard, either of me 02 
the- 
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themſelues, while melancholy fo domineiredin all, 
that there was not a god humour among them: they 
thus began their blacke Sauntis. Dne,who(it ſhoulde * 
ſteme,) had beene a trauailer, and nowe rety2ed per- 
fore, from a woꝛlde of Countries, fell thus to falke 
fo himſelfe. O Yearens , what a Hell is this: 
Tpꝛethe bodie, ſpende the ſpirite, emptie the purſe, 
weary friendes, walte the wittes deſerue well, de⸗ 
ſire little, and haue nothing: What comfozte on the 
earth, but death? Foꝛtune ts ſuch an enimie to ver- 
tue, therowling ſtone gathers no molle, the vani⸗ 
tie of varietie ſettes the wittes a woll⸗gathering, 
where the Sharpe are wo2ſe then wölues, tra⸗ 
uaile topleſome, victuall chargeable, apparrell coſt⸗ 
ly, companie iealous, the ſea daungerous, and na⸗ 
ture vicious. | 
Theie paſſages who hath paſte, and is come vn⸗ 
fo the ende of his pilgrimage, let hun ſing with me 
in this purgatorie : Oh the winde, the weather, and 
the raine. Mhen ſhaking of his heade, with a hea- 
uie hearte, hee putte his tounge to ſilence: when ha⸗ 
uing learned by his trauaile, (hauing little money 
in his purſe,) to fare harde, hee fell to bzeake his 
kaſt nowe aboute dinner time, with the pill of an 
oꝛange, a rawe rote, and a little ſalte: which with 
a harde truſte of dꝛye biſkette, and a cruze of colde 
water, hee made his patient repaſt: when, calling 
mer to him. Sir (quoth her) it it pleaſe you, that you 
will take parte with a poꝛe manne, wellcome ſhall 
bee pour beſt cheare. A trauailers Table is ſoone 


courred : J haue beene verie well _— 
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with kick-ſhoſes, but now J haue learned fo ſatiſae 
Nature wifh a little. 

Alafſe, thonght J, to take a bone from a Dogge, 3 
ſhould ſtarue the dumbe beaſt, and rather had J faſt, 
then fall to ſuch hungzie face. Do, hauing manie 
moꝛe to loke ouer, the nert was a man of Mivdle 
age, who had binne a man of ſome wealth: but With 
entering into ſuretie, and taking vp Creditte, and 
giuing intereſt, fell ſo farce to decay, by leauing his 
Trade to his Seruantes charge, and followinge 
the courſe ofhts owne Pleaſures, ſatte there with 
ancdle and a th:xed, mending of Bꝛeches, Petti⸗ 
coates, and Stockinges: In which, being fo p2acti- 
ſed, as got him now and then a little wo2ke, he had 
ſtanding by him, foz meat and dꝛinke, a pot of ſtrong 
Ale, which was often at his his noſe, that it kept his 
face in ſo god a coulour, and his bꝛaine in { kinde a 
heate, as foꝛgetting part of his fozepaſſed Pꝛide, in 
the god humour ok grieuing Patience, made him 
with a hemming ſigh, ilfauourdly ſinge the Bal⸗ 
lad of WhilomT was, Tothe rune of Doin Tinker. 
This poꝛe ſoule J pittied, but finding little mat⸗ 
ter in him, J went to the next: who being an olds 
man with a ſiluer head, and a ſnowy bearde, hollow 
checked. Jawe-fallen, and bleare eyed, ſhaking with 
the Palſie, and toꝛmented with the Stone, not lo 
Rich, as to haue the Gonf, hauing beene a man of 
ſome poſſeſſions, and with to fat feding of Yo!ſes, 
fo high keeping of Haukes, and to much delighting 
in banquetinges, thꝛongh lacke of huſbandꝛie, was 
fozced to leaue himſelfe — Lande, and hamng 
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no moꝛe monp left,then in ſoiourning with Patience, 
might pay koꝛ his boucde in this purgatoꝛie, hauing 
in a little Boxe, an Electuarie, which, with alittie 
ſpirite of the iuice of Grape, kepte lpfe and ſoule to- 
gether; this poꝛe man, talking to himſelfe, of the vn 
gratefulneſſe of the pꝛoude; the vnkindeneſle of the 
rich, the hate rulnes of the wicked, the wo of the wan 
ton, and the miſerie of the poꝛe, the wilfulneſſe of 
youth, and the w2etchednefſe of age: after many a 
dove ſighe, with a hollowe voice, in a ſolemne tune, 
with a heauie hearte, fell to ſing the ſong of Oken 
Leaues began to wither: to the tune of Heauilie, hea- 
uilie. 

Which poꝛe ſoule had no ſwner ended, but fo z his 
beft eaſe, falling faſt allæpe, to his god ſlumber 3 left 

im. 

, hen nexte to him, ſat a dapper fellowe with 
a ſmarte counfenance : one, who (it ſeemed ) in his 
vouth had bene experte in the Paſle a Meaſure: but, 
foꝛ want of a god care to kœpe time, made no laſting 
commoditie of his idle qualitie. Nowe this fellowe 
(as it ſeemed) had ſpent agreate deale moꝛe then his 
getting, vpon the gay furniſhing ok an euill fanoured 
tarkaſſe, which growing out of ſquare with god fa 
ſhion, and with ſome great cold after a heat, in ſome 
ertraoꝛdinarie labour, hauing gotten the crampe of 
the iointes, ſat with a combe in his hande, dꝛeſsing 
ol haire to ſend to the Perriewigge-makers, which 
being a verie pooꝛe occupacion, gotte him little, but 
nowe and than, a little bꝛoken meate after the houl⸗ 
houlde had dined; who aiter hee had ſpit on his fins 
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no further eredit with beautie then colt, not able to

gers, and wiped them on his 3 b:eeches after 
dinner, in ſteade of grace; fell to ſing the ballad of the 
blinde Beggar, to the tune of Heigh ho. Nowe, ta⸗ 
King no great pleaſure in this Pawne at Clieſſe: A tok 
note of the nexte: who was a young man, faire ot 
face, flaren head, fine hand, and fate, ſcreight body, 
god legge, and areaſonable god countenance; but 1 
with all this twas pitty he was a fwle:fo2 as J found | 
after ward by him, hee had bene a poſſeſſo2 of ſome 
{mall poꝛtion: which, thꝛough lacke ofa god fozewit, 
20ught him into this purgatoꝛie of Folly. 
Foz ailas poꝛe man, he had been ſo far in loue, that 
hee was almoſt out of his wits, ere his wealth was 
halfe gon; and being bꝛought to a bare point, hauing 
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mantaine the courſe, was fains to giue it ouer in the 
plaine field: where ſo far foalozne of ail comfoꝛt, that 
he knewe not where to beſtowe his litle talent that 
hee had loſt, fell by chaunce vpon this foꝛte, where, 
hee nowe ſat making of ballads; where with a cruſt 

of bꝛeade out of his pocket, eating, and ſinging, hee 
howled out the dittie of When I was faire and young: 
to the tune of Fortune. 

But to heare how he curſed the vvenches that had 
(as he ſatd) milluſed hun vvith faire loks, kind pꝛo- 
miſes. and ſuch tricks; oh fie vppon them, a man is 
vvoꝛſe then mad that hath to doe bvith any of then; 
and then, hovv he vveuld curſe hunſelſe fo2 ſelling of 
his lande, ſpending of his money, and loſing oi h's 
time, if a man in that place could haue laughte, it 
bvolud haue put him to his pals ion. 
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But there let him ſing, and they that liſte bupe his 
Ballads. 

Now from him. J twke note ofthe nert, which was 
of the feminine Gender, ene that was once a virgin 
had bene a little while a Mapde, knew the name of 
a wife, fell to be a Middow, and laſte of all, epther 
thꝛough deſire of change, oꝛ miſltke of choice, o2 the 
inſtind of Nature, oꝛ the toꝛruption of the ſpirite, oz 
want, oꝛ pꝛide, J know not, but fo2 want ofa bet- 
ter trade, a ter ſhe had giuen ouer her ſhop, betoke 
her to her Chamber: and there not able to maintain 
houſc-keping with Jdleneſſe, fell to occupye ſuche 
wares as were molt gainſull: Where, hauing ſtufs 
of all coulours, the fo pleaſed her chapmen, that foꝛ a 
while ſhe had god reſoꝛt: but many ot them falling 
to decaie, her ware growne old, and her ſtuffes com⸗ 
mon, the that had been a whoze in her youth, and a 
Bawde in her olde age, was now becune an Almeſ⸗ 
woman, and hued vpon a poꝛe pittance, when after 
many a deep ſich, and bitter teare oꝛ two, ſhe would 
ging the Lamentation of a Sinner, To the tune of wel- 
Ja dave. 

After all theſe, J ſawe a pong woman, of reaſona⸗ 
ble beauty, indifferent god countenance, and of ſta⸗ 
ture not much anifſe, who being in all her lite none 
of the richeſt, noꝛ foꝛ her wit, none of the wiſeſt:pet 
fo2 that, ſhe had a conceit beyond all god vnderſtan- 
ding, that becauſe a naue fo2 a fit of Fie-fo2z-ſhame 
oꝛ a companion, fo2 gaine of a little topne, woulde 
perſwade her, that ſhe was wonder fullie Faire, and 
erceeding wile, the, out of the great lacke ol know- 
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ledge, in her little diſcretion, thinking, that if ſhe, 
out of the Common of two, ſhoulde be of a better de- 
clenſion then a ſimple Creature, perſwading hirſelfe 
that caſting a Dheepes eye at a Rams-head, the 
Yo2nes ſhoulde not be ſ&ne, till the Ewe mighte a- 
uouch the Lambe, by the pꝛide of a few pence, often 
frequenting the Market, and meeting her Wiilers 
at the Tauerne, it fell out, that after an ydle and loſ 
life, by bꝛeach of pꝛomiſe of one erpence vppon ano- 
ther, and ill dealing of all, hauing loft all fauoꝛ with 
her friends, loue of her inne, and the greateſt part 
of her Poꝛtion, hauing now nothing left. but a wic⸗ 
ked face, and a woꝛſe bodie, a gowtie legge, and a 
ſplap fote, fit foz nothing, but a baſe exerciſe, ſhe 
was nowe with a little coyne, in a leather purſſe, a 
kowle kerchiefe, a courſe Petticote, and a clowted 
ths, become a Laundꝛeſſe to the houſe : where with 
her handes vppe to the Elbowes in a wathing-boul, 
rubbing vppe a baby-clowt, ſtod ſinging the Ballet, 
bf All a greene Willowe, to the famous Tune ot 
Ding, dong, 

"Now there were diners others in ercceding badde 
takings: as Luſtie, Gallant pouthes, that had ſpent 
and made hauocke of their Patrimonies, in atten 
ding vpon vaine hopes. and lofing their times, er⸗ 
claiming vpon Foꝛtune, growing (euen as it were) 
madde fo2 lacke of monep, here in this place were let 
to diuers Exerciſes, of whome the number was to 
be accounted verie great, and thereſoze I care not if 
IJ kippe them over: But vet amongſt them al, there 
was one, that J toke a ſpeciall regarde vnto : a . 
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of a god perſonage, a faire complexion, a quicke wit, 

and a gratious ſpirit, who either fo2 puniſhment of 

his ſiunes, oꝛ fo2 triallofhis patience,had bene mars 

ried to a moſt vilde woman: who, as ſhe was neither 

| faire, no2 greatly well fanoured, yet, was ſhe moſt 

exceedingly folith, and infollerably frowarde: one, 

whome nothinge contented, but money, which the 

knew not well how to vie, when ſhe had it, and pet, 

with this piece of vngratious creature, had this pwzg 

man tugged out twelue yceres ot his life, when, be- 

ing (a continually wearied out with vnquietneſſe, 

that he knewe not where to beſtowe himlelfe, after 

long loſle of time, expence of much money, and many 

a heactes griefe, thinking no Purgatozte ſo full of 

paine, as the paſſton of her frowardnes, ſatte there, 

reading of the vertue of Patience, when with his 

Eies full of teares, and hart⸗bꝛoken ſighes he hum 

med out the Ballad of the 2Bzceches, to the tune of 
Neuer more. 

Now this man (after his ſong,) J had ſome talke 
withall, who told me, that ok all the Tozments of the 
woꝛld ther is none ſo intollerable, as the vnquietnes 
ofa frowarde wife. Dh ſhee is like Thunder in his 
Cares, like lightning in his eyes, like a Beare in his 
bed, and a dog at his Table, ſo that if there map be a 
Deuill in a humane ſhape, he will ſhevv himlelfe in 
her picture : Oh quoth he) J p2ay thee trouble mee 
not with ſpeatzinge ok her, J haue griete inough to 
think of her, foꝛ ſhe was the plague of my youth, and 
is now, the miſerie of mine age, foz, in reſpect ok her 
Veſtilent tongue, this very Purgatoꝛie, is a * 
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diſe: her hath bene the loſſe of my tredite, the crofſe 
ofmy Foꝛtune, the hurt ok my witte, and the onely 
veration of my ſpicite: but peace (quoth hee) noe 
moꝛe wo2des; fo2 nowe ſhe beginnes to awake, you 
ſhall ſea pzwofe of my ſpecche: when ſtretching out 
a mouth, as wide as halte a wozlde, after a ſlerppe 
pawne 82 two, ſcarce well out of her dead flumber, 
(perſmading her ſelfe, that ſhe hadde heard ſom part 
of her deſcription) out the bzeakes into her Naturall 
fittes : With yea, J heare you well enough, a ven⸗ 


geance ot all ſuch Yuſbandes, 


God wife, ſaide he, know where pou are, haue 
patience ; God Aſſe (ſapde ſhee) Wherefoze - What 
thould one doe with a Jacke an-Apes that hath ney- 
ther wit noꝛ gouernement; Thou haſte nothinge of 
a man in thee, hange the Dogge: Fye Dilter (ſaide 
he) you are much to be blamed, neyther beautie,noz 
hono2, Wealth no2 wit, and pet out sf Tune ſtill. 
Fie, fie, learne tobe Wiſe , this is a Pargatozye, 
where eueric body learnes patience, and you onelit 
ſpoile all! 

A Purgatoꝛie indeeve, ſaide ſhe, to be yoaked and 
matcht with a Slaue, as is by no meanes able ta 
maintaine me, as well as others doe their Miues: 
If thou canſt not line, here is aknife to cutte thy 
thꝛote, goe to the Sea and dꝛowne thy ſelfe o2 elſe 
vnts the Gallowes and hange thy ſelfe, J pꝛompſe 
the J care not fo2 the: It I were well ridde of the, 
J would haue thy betters, J haue no Trade to gette 
my liuing, and therefoꝛe doe as thou wilt oz canſt, 3 
are not: Naye then (ſaide ſhe) if that ſo be you — 

no 
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not mend pour maners, J ſhall be enfoꝛced fo leaue 
pau in pour llepe: and when pon ate awake, lis 
what pour miſtceite will dar £02 pou: and with that 
worde, ſwelting with £nger, and readie to foame 
at the mouthe, taking zus ot her pocket, a Ballad of 
the Tink2cs wife that beate her huſbande: alter ſhe 
had grated her teeth, and knitte her bꝛowes and 
made a wꝛinging mouth ſhe fell to reading, till thi 
was laſt o lep: where, he (not willing fo wake hic) 
roſe quietiy away from her, and with me ſtealing a- 
way from the company, brought mee out of that 
Rome into another Rome, moꝛe ligytſome and coin- 
fo:tavle, and pet, very pittiiall to beholde, when the 
miſeries there, were well conſidered ; foz, one that 
had bene in loue,ſat loking on his Miſtroſſe Picture, 
making ſuch a legge to it, wꝛiting ſuch verſes in ho- 
nour to it, and committing ſuch Jdolatrie with it, 
that poꝛe man, J pittied him: and in his behalfe, 
ſoꝛrowed to ſ&@ how the Fole did handle him: but 
there ſat he, hanging the head, lifting; vp the Eyes, 
and with a depe ſigh, ſinging the Ballad of, Come 
live with me, and be my loue: To the tune of ade my 
Deere. 

Next to him, ſat a poung woman, that was verie 
faire, and indifferent wiſe, ofa right god ſtocke, and 
reaſonably honeſt: but, foꝛ want of a god purle, ſhe 
had loft her loner, and being grown into ſome peers, 
hauing no excellent god qualitie, was there ſet with 
a pan of Coales, a ſtarch⸗pot, and a ſetting⸗ſticke, 
which being now the Trade of Attendance, to hope 


of the pꝛeferment of mariage, to ſome fellow of mo2e 
wealth, 
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wealth, then vnderſtanding in the wozld, there (af 
with her poting ſticke, ſtiffening of a fall: and ſing-, 
ing the Ballet of Foꝛtune hath ſtolne away my lone 
to the tune of Greene Sleeues. 

To which ſong leauing her, I caſt mine eies = on 
a pittifull creature, which, in the ſhape of a woman, 
made a pittifull ſight: foꝛ, being both in p2opoztion, 
countsnance, and qualitie, an obiect woꝛthe the lo⸗ 
king on: vet no ſoner began the to vtter her paſſion, 
in the method ol lamentation, but, ſtze did ſo turne 
my hart in my belly, that it in hope ot her better reco 
uerie, it had not turn d backe: a thouſande to one, 
but my kindnes had coſt me moꝛe then J ſhould haue 
gotten by it: foꝛ, to tell you ſome part of her ſpœche, 
(though it were neuer in the Gram nat) vet, being in 
the Rules of the Accidents, fo2 the better vnderſtan- 
ding ofthe Reader, {will ſet it downe as J can re⸗ 
meinber it. Dh Lo2d(quoth ſhe} what plagie can be 
greater to a woman, then to be married to a Muskle- 
boat, which neuer goes further then a cricke, to fiſh 


| fo2 a Frog, with a Goſe-net ; was cuer any woman 
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in the woꝛlde bꝛought into ſuch a hell : : Oh let me 
thinke vpon my dingle dangle: in my bed, a log, at 
my table a Hog, in diſcourſe, a Babp, in iudgement, 
an alle, and foz all Jmperfections, the ſubſtance o 

wo2ſe then nothing, And pet, J muſt, and haue, 
(but, will no moze,) done reuerente to this monſter, 


aͤnd bene a ſeruant to this ſlaue, and all, fo2 a little 


money: but J haue done, J will here rather pine to 


death, in this Purgatoꝛy ot Patience, then patio one 


day longer, in the Labozinth of {ozrow, to line * 
uch 
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ſuch a none⸗ſuch, a fol? Zhy, J had rather be a beg 


gar with true wit, then a Lady without true hono? : 
but, ſince Patience is a medcine foz all Malladies, 
if he continue the corcombe a little longer, J will fit 
him a pennywoꝛth to the pnrpols : and in the meane 
time, till I ſee him (which J hope neuer fo doe:) let 
me ſing my new Ballet, of the fine fole, to the tune 
of Tarlton: wherwith pulling a paper out of her pocs 
ket, wherem was witten both the dittpe and the 
note, the beganne like a Nightingall, to ſinge with a 
voice, that if J had not knowne her to haue bene a 
Woman, J ſhoulde haue thought her ſome better 
creature: but there let me leaue her in her dumps of 
Wella-day, and tell you further on, of my paſſage; 
taking a little viewe of all theſe obiects, noting what 
I thought moſt nedefull, J toke the company of my 
lriend, and came into an other Rome, greater then 
that befo2e : where J ſaw diners, ſitting at a rounde 
table: and (as it were) at dinner: foꝛ euer one, had 
his Trencher furniſhed, 

One, hee fedde on Flies, and Bees, which ſo

tion, he fell thzough the clowdes of Erro2,fo low in⸗ 
fo the lap of Folly, as being ſwaddled vp, in her Bas 
bies bands, he muff be very olde, ere he reconer his 
wits againe : but, poꝛe wꝛetch, there let him reſt, 
and watch the Spiders webbe foꝛ a flie, foꝛ J had no 


moꝛe to do with him: but the next to him, ſat a hands, 


ſome woman, in ſhape, but, ſoꝛ her beauty, nointed 

with the turriers ovle : and ſoꝛ her wit, it was ſo na⸗ 
turall, that Art had nothing fo do with it, vet hadde 
this vnſermelp creature, among better company, a 
kinde of Pꝛide, that ihe was ooꝛth the laking on, 
till after great expences of apparrel fo her filthy out- 
ſide, and fine diet fo2 her fotole chappes, the grev? ta 

ſo bare a reckoning with her purſe, that her poꝛtioa 
mult now be raiſed vpon her qualitie a, which beeng 
chiefip in her Needle, the was foꝛced to be ſparing of 
her dyet, and make lapyd-wozke the greateſt parte of 
her liuing whereof though the had her handes full, 
vet Cut-wozke being moꝛe in ve, ſhe was conſtrai⸗ 
ned ta take exceeding great pams fo2 little pꝛofit: but 
hauing now newe riſen £pye from her woꝛke, and ſet 
downe at the Table, her meate was moZf chiefly on 
a fryed Pouſe, and the reaſon thereof? was, fo: that 
ſhe being as watchfull as a Catte, and as bꝛoade ep⸗ 
ed, and euil faced, neuer gotten without the conſent, 
Agreement, os conceite of ſome = like „ 
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Theworlds 
it was a dich ſet befo2e hir to diſcipher hir diſpoſition: 
and ſo let her ſitte, her neighbour with a tlie, and ſhe 
with a fried mouſe, like god fellowes, oꝛ god Foles 
togither. 

Now, next her, ſat a man, well ſtept in yeres, but 
ane in apparrell, and ſo bꝛiſke in conntenance, as it 
he had fed vvon an Clixar, to recouer the loſſe of his 
&:- igth, and he moꝛe ſtrong in mind, then in body, 
to pꝛeſetue the imethneſle orhis countnante, to de- 
teiue the ſight of a ſimple Eie, fedde'onely vppon a 
Snaple, and ſo litle at once that he kept an exceeding 
ſpare diet: which, not being wholeſome foꝛ all com- 
plexꝛons, J meant not to meddle with: but ſo, lea- 
uing him to his perillous dithe , take note of her 
that was nerte him: who in the ſhape of a woman, 
was nothing pleaüng to man: fo2 as the was olde, 
(and therfoꝛe not Eieſome, )ſo was the froward, and 
that was cumberſome: one, who in her vouthe had 
veen ſo lauiſh of her kindneſſe, that now in her Age, 
the had nothing left but the contrarp: and, where the 
might haue bene commaunder of many iriends, ſhe 
now was growne to be an ouerſcr of Jdlenes:wher 
being ſo buſic, with a crabbed humour, that ſhe was 
vnfit fo2 god company : lighting amongſt beggers, 
that would flatfer her foꝛ a poꝛe reuecſion, foꝛ want 
cf apaire of ſpectacles, to leade the right way to her 
graue, the fell, (by J know not what chaunce) into 
this Fort of Foll ,and fo, in the ſociety oftheſe Foles, 
ſat at this table of god fellow:Hippe : where the moſt 
ok her fode, was of the clawe of an olde Crabbe : a 
true Figure of her ſubſtaunce ; fo; her little Cyes,

her crawling feet, and her ſcratching fingers; the ſalt 


Rhewme, like the Sea water, and her graue, like a 


hole in the mudde, where, after her going fozwarde 
and backward, the went ſtealing of time to litle pur⸗ 
poſe, feeding vpon the gaine of young people, as the 
crabbe doth on little &hes, ſhe was ſwetly diſciphe⸗ 
red in her diet but, leaſt J grow tedions in her de- 
ſcription, J will tell you of the reſt. 

The next was a nimble witted,and glib-toungẽd kel 
low, who hauing in his pouth, ſpent his wits in the 
Art of loue, was now, become the Jeſt of wit: fo: 
his loks were ſo demure, his woꝛds were ſo in pꝛint, 
his graces ſo in oꝛder, and his conceites ſo in tune: 
that he was, vea J wis was he, ano that he was, ſuch 
a Gentleman fo2 a Jeſter, that the Lady Folly, could 
neuer be better fitted foz hex entertainement of all 
Straungers. The picktoth in the month, the Flo- 
wer in the Care, the b2uſh vpon the beard, the kiile 
of the hand, the ſtoupe of the head the lers of the eye, 
and what not, that was vnnedefull, but he haddc fo 
periece at his fingers endes, that euerp ſhe, was 
my faire Ladye, and ſcarte a Knight, was, Noble 
Hir, the Tabacco⸗pipe was at hand, when Trin da- 
do, was not foꝛgotten: and then a Tale ofa roaſted 
hoꝛſe, to make an aſſe laugh, foꝛ lacke cf wittie : why, 
all thinges ſo well agrede togither that at this 
ſquare Table ot people, oꝛ table of ſquare people, this 
Man, made by rule) could not be ſpared io2 a great 
ſumme. Now, his meate was moſt of a Soſe to 
which he had ſo mach ſawce, that it would haue ſer- 
ued fo2 many diſhes: bat, foꝛ that his talke, was to 
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Theworlds 


little purpoſe, and he himſelfe but a picture of Idle⸗ 


nelle, I leaue him among his fellowe partners, and 
will tell yon onwards of the next two, foꝛ the Table 
was fully furniſhed. 

Che next to him was a woman, J cannot wel ſap 
much moꝛe of her; fozher beautie was woꝛne out; 
her bodte was able to carrie her limbes, her handes 
had fingers, and ſhee wanted not a tongue, whiche 
was the member ſhe now made molk vſe of; foꝛ ſhe 
woulde ſo pꝛaiſe my Lady, ſo ſoth vppemy coſen, ſo 
magnifie mp Loꝛde, ano be ſo pleaſing to euerie pers 
fon, that hauing loft much in her youth by plain-vea- 
ling, ſhe thought now to recover it by plaine knaue- 
rie: buf meeting with ſuch wittes as met with her 
wiles, finding no place of 02th, fitting her vnwoꝛ⸗ 
thie company, fo2 lacke ok better meanes to liue, bes 
foke her ſelf to be a goſſip among fœles, where accoz 
ding to her qualitie, ſhe was ſerued with tongues on 
lie foꝛ her diet: which tempꝛed to ſo manye Tunes, 
and turning to ſo manie matters, that it troubled 
my eares with the hearing of them, J will leaue her 
to her tittle tattle , and tell vou a little ok the laſte, 
who was in ſhape a man, and not a man, J knowe 
not what to ſaie of ſuche a man, fo2 he had the eyes 
ofa Calfe, the bearde ofa Goate, the head of a Was 
ter-ſpanicll , (meaning the haire,) the Care of an 
Alle, the necke of a Bull, the Noſe ofa bottle (024 
Bottle Noſe) and the lippeof an Yozſe, the coun⸗ 
tenaunce of a Dogge, and the voice of a Yogge, 
which being fcdde vppe fo2 Larde, was a huge pxce 


of Fafte, as foꝛ god and firme licthe hee „ 
ittle.

Now, this valy creature, who was ſcarce able fo: 


go from his bed ts the boꝛd, muſt there ſit in a chaire 
made ol do wne quilt, with a pillow at his backe, and 
a cuthion at his feet, feeding vpon ſwete Gellp, and 
laughing at a bawdy tale. Nowe zmagining by the 


Bacchus, loth to haue to do with ſuch loathſome crea- 
tures, I left the company as they ſat, and came into 
the next rome: where, being bꝛought in by my guide, 
(the poꝛe man, that was in miſerable taking with a 
woman, J will not ſay his wife :) there he foke me 
by the hand, and ſetting downe by me, willed me to 
be ſilent, and anely giue eare to the diſcourſes that J 


ſhould here betwirt two foles, that in loſle of time, 


ſhould lay open their imperfections: and what J no⸗ 
ted worth the laughiug at; to ſmile, and ſay nothing: 
ſo, after a few friendly inſtructions foꝛ obſeruations 
in that plate, he ſets behind a cloth, pet not ſo cloſe, 
but thozough a light ſufficient to locke on Folly, J 
might le two gadly perſonages comming in, hande 
in hande, who hauing paſt ſome complementes of 
common curteſie, ſitting both downe togither, fell 
into ſome kinde ſpeeches: and hadde not ſhe bene 
painted, Venus hadde bene but a Blowſe : and 
had not. he bene pꝛanckt vp, he had bene the ſhape 
ofa handſome man. 

But as they were like the Idols of J dlenes, let 
them paſſe, with their unperfections, and let me fell 
you a little of their tattle: he, as it ſell out foz his

Then you could not ba 
ſo hard harted, ſo cruell minded, nos ſd vnmercifullp 
diſpoſe d, to grieue, to toꝛment to vey and to diſqui⸗ 
et, this poꝛe afflicted, woekull, ſozrowefuil; and la⸗ 
mentable heart of mine. Mhen, with a ſigh he pau⸗ 
ſed, and ſaide no moꝛe fo2 the firſt part. Much adoe 
J had to fozbeare laughing, but J was glad, when 
he had done: expecting ſome woꝛthy aunl were from 
her, whd, putting vp her loſe haire with her hande, 
remouing a pꝛettpy woꝛme from his place, with a ſil⸗ 
uer Bodkinne, ſhaking the heade, with a ſfraungs 
wincke, ſctting a face fit foꝛ her ſpech, begun thus 
her reply. Oh ſür, pour woꝛds, no2 your wittes, noz 
your wiles, noꝛ your vowes, noꝛ your oths,(whats 
the matter now thought J: But on) ſhall not de- 
ceiue noꝛ blind, noꝛ ouercome, noꝛ gs beyond me, ſo 
farre, but, J know, and perceiue, and vnderſtande, 

what pau mean, and purpoſe, t intend, we l enough:

therwithall giuing him a Judas kiſſe, che whippes 
a bꝛacelet of Pearle off from his Arme, with theſe

foꝛ your ſake till fb moꝛrow: fo2 euer miſtris (quoth 
he) and all that:J haue at your ſerutce; and J p2ate 
vou miſtris, grace me with pour voice, to a dittie 
that J haue mede to the tune of, Lady, Lady, my 
faire Lady: à vengeance on the fole thought J, it 
freakes me to heare him play the Alle: buf when J 
heard him fumble the ſtrings of a Bandore, as it᷑ it had 
bene the Backe ſide of a battle-do2e, and her ſtraine 
aut a thꝛoate like a Pigge, running to a lwill⸗tubbe: 
I thought ik the deuill had daunced, there bad bene 
a Poꝛtis fo2 Hell: but, let them be, on the ludvaine

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man after the countrep manner, and a woman alter 
the our fowne kaſhion: he, no moꝛe witte, noꝛ ſhee, 
moꝛe vuderſtanding, then was fit fo2 the plough and 
the milke paile: And pet, theie two (contrarie £2 all 
Nules of reaſon Howe it Ghoulde fall out: fell, as it

ſo, With a liftlecontronerſie, the ſimple people were 
ſone agreed: he ſo beſmouched her, t ſhe ſo beclapped 
hun, and there tumbling together, as merrie as they 
toulde wiſh, J ſighed to thinke, what a ſuvper they 
would haue after bꝛeak⸗faſt: foz when the meat Was 
ſpent, they might learn to faſt foꝛ a ſupper.

But no ſoner were they gon then came in th2& o- 
ther: a lame Soldier, a poꝛe Trauailer, and an vp- 
ſtart Courtter : where euerie one hauing ſpoken his 
minde, in the manner of aplav. they departed.

and pꝛap foꝛ ſome eaſe of my paſſion : ch:ld2en of vn⸗ 
happie parents, receiue the game of vnlawefull inte⸗ 
ref, fake your poꝛtions, to long kept from pou:one⸗ 
ip pꝛaày foꝛ my coinfo2te, that J bee not vtterlp con⸗ 
founded; miſerable men, come out of your pꝛiſons, 4 
foꝛgiue you your debts, and wil reſtoꝛe you your due. 
Oh the extreame reward of extremitie, where lawe 
ts without loue, andconetouſnes without conſcience; 
oh the teares ofthe widdow, the cries of the oꝛphane, 
the miſerie of the poꝛe, and the lamentation sf the 
deſtreſſed: J ſe them, A heare them, J feele them: 
Oh J knowe not what to doe, no2 where to reſt foz 
—— ; they rice vp to heauen, and weigh mee downe 
0 hell. 

Oh, what auaileth all the wo2lde to him, that lo⸗ 
ſeth his owne ſoule: but farewell world, J deſte ther 
wealth, J hate the, Auarice J deteſt the, Charitie Y 
unbꝛate the, Pittie J loue thee , Neceſſitie J relieue 
ther, Oppreſsion J abhozre the, Mercie J adoze tha, 
Hell J haue not to doe with the , Heauen J come to 
ther. So diſtributing to the poꝛe, and comfozting the 


miſerable, diſpoſing of his woꝛlolp gods, to the ＋

of the diffreſſed chꝛiſtian, bequcathing to the lawyer 
foꝛ his care of conſcience, an annuitie, to kepe him
